Such a supply 
would cost 3100,000,000. 


—Steam power is being gradually in- 


troduced int<i sugar mills, but the 
island of Barbadocs is still well stud- 
ded with windmills, which pleasingly 
iiversify the monotonous aspects of the 
overeultivnled country. Indeed, with 
so constant a power as the trade wind, 
most of the work of this favored land 
can be performed almost free of cost. 
If you need water yon have only to sink 
a well and erect a windmill over it, 
which will keep your reservoirs full. 
The coral rock is so porous that there 
is no such thing as a river in the- wholc 
island. The

—Among the many quaint customs 


which are gradually disappearing in 
ICngland is the so-called "Laon Ser- 
mon," 
which, after having teen an- 


nually preached in the Church of St. 
Catharine, in tho city of London, for 
nearly three centuries, has just been 
abolished. It owes its origin to an ad- 
ventnre which l>efell a medieval lord 
mayor of London, Sir Kichard Guyer. 
According to the legend, being at- 
tacked by a lion while he was travel- 
ing with a caravan in Arabia, he fell 
upon his knees and vowed to devote 
his life to charity if .spared from the 
lion's jaws. Thy. animal is stilted to 
have thereupon turned tail; and in 
pursuance of the vow thus made the 
"Ijion Sermon" has been regularly 
preached ever since. The fund be- 
queathed by Sir Richard for tho pur- 
pose will in future be devoted to other 
charitable uses. 


—There are at least two well-authen 


ticated instances on record of human 
beings provided with tail-like elonga- 
tions of the spinal column. One of 
these is reported in the Asiatic Trans- 
nctions (Calcutta. Juno. ISO'.)), and the 
nther in the journal of the British An- 
thropologicui society. In the first iu- 
fctanee the tailed human was a Moi boy 
of Coehin-China. thfi tail being alrout 
H foot in length, bnt, without a bony 
connection with the terminus of the. 
Bpine. The noy was supposed to be 
twelve years old at ttie lime the report 
was published, bnt the noted Oriental 
heholar who made the examination has 
since died, and the society hub lost all 
track of the tailed Chinaman. The sec- 
ond instance mentioned was reported 
in the journal of the British Anthropo- 
logical society for ,luly, 1800, and con- 
cerns two tailed Papuans, male and fe- 
male, who were brought to England in 
the spring of the year last mentioned 
above.

BISMARCK ON AMERICA. 


Some Thine* Said by the Kx-VhaaoAllor 


to a Caller at Prl«irlcharah«. 


Bismarck, in talking about America, 


said: "The security and strength ot 
your country lie in the fact that the 
American race is a mixed one—a 'Sam- 
melvolk.' History has never made a 
great ;>oople in any other way. Tjook 
iit France. It was the invasions from,. 
Italy and the north that gave her bone 
and sinew. 
Spain was strongest be- 


cause she sucked in Iberian blood. 
And Kngland, what made her so great? 
Not the invasion of the Anglo-Saxons 
only, bnt the fact that they joined 
hands with the Normans. A people 
may be. comfortable and prosperous 
without an influx of foreign blood, but 
it will cease to be capable of great 
things whenever that ceases." Con- 
tinuing, he Kiid: "The Americans, to 
my mind, have overdone the Columbus 
worship. The Norwegians were the 
first discoverers and settlers of Amer- 
ica. Columbus 
was 
a 
map 
and 


chart-maker, and, before setting out 
on his own voyage, had positive proof 
of the existence of other continents. 
And it would have been far better for 
America and her enrly history had the 
settlement continued to be by Nor- 
wegians and other hardy tribes from 
the north. TTie Spaniards made a bad 
beginning in America." 


Some one suggested that they did 


less harm to America than the discov- 
ery of American gold did to Spain; 
that the history of church and state in 
the days of Philip II..und tho subjuga- 
tion of the Netherlands, showed what 
a terrible power for evil therp.hod been 
in the great piles of gold brought over 
from tho new world. Bismarck touched 
upon the church history of many lands 
with the vigor and in the cold-steel 
light of the ultra-I'rotestant spirit of 
north Germany. First it was Luther 
aud then it was Cromwell who soeined 
to be before me. Carlyle once said: 
"Indeed, he is the nearest approach to 
a Cromwell that is possible in our de- 
generate 
times." 
Bisinarck 
then 


poured forth memories of the ultru- 
montano contests in which the Roman 
Catholics of Germany were torn be- 
tween, loyalty to conntry^ nnd all-suf- 
fering loyalty to church.—Century.
